Winston Churchill stayed at the Surf Club several 
times and enjoyed painting by the ocean. Still an 
elegant private club, the original clubhouse is intact, 
with dining rooms, a ballroom, a pool, cabanas, and 

The U.S. Census has been conducted every ten 
years since 1790.
